I'm starting to write my review of the ARK4 for the QRP Quarterly, and 
I'd like to have some comments from people who have actually used one 
on the air for some time. (That's the ARK4, the less expensive one 
that comes in a modem-like case, not the more expensive bigger brother, 
the ARK40). Some areas I'm interested in--how do you like the push 
button tuning? Quirky RIT/fine tuning? (If you have one, you know what 
I mean.) Any problem with audio being distorted? Audio OK until you 
turn on the audio filter and then becoming distorted? Any problem with 
the 10 KHz whine in the background--does it cause any problems, or is 
it only noticeable when the audio is cranked all the way down?

I have had excellent results with hamstick antennas on 40,20,and 17 meters. 
What I like about them is that you can mount them on the trunk lid where 
they are further off the ground and away from the bulk of the car body as 
compared to the usual bumper mount variety. I tune them to resonance with 
a noise bridge connected via a 1/2 wavelength coax cable. On 40 and 20 
meters a shunt capacitor and a couple of inches extra length was required 
to obtain a 50 ohm match. 


I believe the company that sells them also sells an assembly for putting 
them in a dipole configuration. 


I have considered putting two of them on the top of my roof with radials 
in the attic to form a "low profile" vertical phased array for 20 or 17 
meters. Any thoughts on that configuration?

Mine was a little touchy to tune, but my installation is not 
typical. It's intended to be mounted on a grounded mast, but mine is 

floating. Also, mine is laid over on its side and tilted at a 45 degree angle, 
if you can picture that. 


A dipole will probably outperform it, but it works surprisingly well 

for its incredibly small size. It's certainly worth considering as a limited 
Space antenna.
